When Sir Basil Blackett in his book “Planned 
Money” commented on the strange circumstances that 
nations jealous of their sovereignty, easily enough 
surrender that sovereignty to an internaional gold 
standard, he might very well have taken Canada 
as the “horrible example.” Perhaps Sir Basil's 
diplomatic experience as chancellor of the ex- 
chequer in India, and his present dignity as a direc- 
tor of the Bank of England, barred him from the 


quest of the pertinent. 

Jealous as Canada has been in negotiations with 
her big neighbor to the south, to preserve her Im- 
perial relationship—even to the extent of refusing 
the obvious advantages of reciprocal trade when 
it was offered in 1911—through all the period of 
depression she has allowed United States to govern 
her money standard 

¢ * 

Canada has foregone all the benefits of the 
Imperial treaty and closed the door on trade with 
thirty sterling nations, rather than tie her dollar to 
the pound and establish an exchange at Montreal 
for direct settlements with Great Britain. Histor- 
jans of the future will marvel at the way Cana- 
dians put their heads into the golden noose, and 
forfeited their chance of prosperity, rather than 
cease following the flight of the American dollar. 

It will seem all the more strange to them since 
Australia had led the way and proved that pros- 
perity lay in developing trade with Britain rather 
than stagnating with United States. They will 
marvel that Canadian farmers were content to 
take 43 cents for wheat when Australian farmers 
got 84 cents merely by following the British pound 
rather than the American dollar. No explanation 
that will be made will seem adequate to explain 
the phenomenon
